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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the rejection of claims of 1-7,9,12,17,18,20-28 and 
31-36 under 35 b.S.C. 103 (a) set forth in the previous Office action (Paper No.12) remains. The amended independent claims 1,9, and 
24 incorpopjte a limitation, "A stable, liquid pharmaceutical formulation". However, such a limitation does not overcom the rejection set 
forth in the previous office action in Paper No. 12 for the following reasons. First, this limitation was present in the canceled claim 10, 
which was rejected in the previous office action under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable over Holthuis et al. (U.S. Patent 5,496,801, 
March 5, 1996) in view of Endo et al. (U.S. Patent 5,563,122, October 8, 1996). Secondly, the cited references still read on the limitations 
of the amended claims because the cited references teach a stable pharmaceutical formulation comprising human parathyroid hormone 
(1-84), mannitol as excipient, and citrate as buffering agent in both liquid form and lyophilised form (please see details in Paper No. 12). 
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
